are left crow ding each other, they will 
fill the center of the tree which will 
result in their being 
shaded 
and 
weakened.

Enough thinning

branches in cut

should be done to open up the center 
of the trees to adm it sunlight and air.

j The German Commander Talked With 
Enthusiasm A s He Related the 
Principal Incidents of His 
Remarkable Feat. 


Baltimore, July ii . —Captain Konig’s 
own story of the Deutschland’s voyage 
across the ocean was told to news- 
j paper correspondents 
Monday. 
He 
• laughed at stories of his chase far off 
his course by enemy vessels, and said 
that on the entire trip 
the 
vessel 
traveled submerged only about ninety 
miles. 
“I have seen/* said 
the 
captain, 
“statements that we were forced to 
go hundreds of miles out of our course 
in the Atlantic 
because 
of 
British 
warships. That is not so. Why should 
we go out of our course, except to 
submerge? 
That is the simplest and 
most effective wray to get out of our 
course. 
Besides, it is much easier to 
submerge. 
“We came to Hampton Roads by 
the straight course from the English 
Channel. We did not come by way of 
the Azores. 
Altogether from Helgo­ 
land to Baltimore we covered thirty- 
eight hundred miles. Of that distance 
ninety miles were driven under the 
surface of the w’ater. 
“Throughout the entire trip the of­ 
ficers and crew* w’cre 
in 
excellent 
health and spirits. 
Of course, when 
we w*ere under water for long spalls, 
the air got very stuffy sometimes and 
there was some inconvenience, but ii 
never was serious. 
The Deutschland 
is built to stay under water for four 
consecutive days, so we never reach 
cd anywhere near 
our 
submersion 
limit on this voyage. 
“The ship is much easier to ride in 
than a torpedo boat destroyer, much 
steadier. Nothing can happen to her: 
she is so perfectly built. 
Of course, 
she rolls a little at times, but that is 
no hardship. 
“Any nation that can build a ship 
like the Deutschland can do what we 
did.” 
The German commander talked wit Ii 
the smiling enthusiasm of a child, and) 
his eyes fairly glittered as lie related. 
the principal incidents of his remark-j 
a hip feat. 
We left Helgoland June 22, sixteen! 
•lays ago, and steamed on tile surface, 
into the North Sea. Before sailing we j 
conducted trial trips and drills for| 
11k* crew for ten days or two weeks, 
having proceeded from Bremen to our 
starting point. 
I had never been on 
a submarine voyage, a n i Hie training 
I had was all received in the practice 
trips on the Deutschland. 
“Everything wrent without incident 
lie first day, but on the second day 
ii the North sea we were in the zone j 
if the British cruisers and destroyers. 
We sighted their smoke frequently. . 
but only dived when we thought there | 
vas danger of our being detected. Of j 
course, we were difficult to see be 
ause we were running so low and out 
;hip gave out no smoke. We did sub­ 
merge several times in the North sea, 
laying under sometimes two hour: 
md sometimes less. 
Every time we 
ame to the surface, if all looked well, 
vc kept on going. We saw* no British 
jut tie ships in Ihe North sea, only 
cruisers and destroyers, or at least 


a hat we took to be British naval ves­ 


sels.

Crude oil is tine of the best applica­ 
tions for killing lice on hogs. 
It is 
sometimes used on cattle, though less 
often. 
Use it mixed with an equal 
volume of warm water. 
Apply with 
rag. sponge or spray pump. 
For quicker hut less thorough work 
it can simply lie poured nu from a 
kerosene can and allowed to run down 
the sides. 
For a large number of ani­ 
mals, use a dipping tank or hog oiler. 
Crude oil makes dark stains, and is 
objected to by some men who keep i 
white hogs. 
One gallon of crude car­ 
bolic acid added to each barrel of oil 
makes it more effective. 
Machine oil mixed with kerosene, 
half and half, can he used in the same 
way. 
Pure kerosene is too harsh on 
the skin. 
Tobacco infusion is an old reliable 
remedy. 
Soak tobacco steins for 12 
hours in water, using one pound steins 
to two gallons water, then bring tin* 
water to boiling for a few minutes, 
and let it cool. 
This decoction can be 
used on all kinds of animals, applied 
by hand or as a dip. 
With all these 
preparations, 
the 
treatm ent should be repeated after 
one week.

Chippewa.

Canadian 
troops 
hastily brought

invaders,

Buffalo to Navy Island, carrying guns 
and munitions to the invading force. 
Tile following night a party of Eng­ 
lish troops embarked 
in

the Caroline, found 
her

the American side and destroyed her,

prompt action was taken of a sort 
that has not yet occurred to Senor 
Carranza.

HARVESTING CORN WITH HOGS 


Economical and Practical Way of Fat- 
tening Animals—Also Feed Al­ 
falfa or Clover. 


Hogging down corn is an economi­ 
cal and practical way of fattening 
hogs and of harvesting corn. 
For 
hest results some supplementary feed 
like alfalfa or clower is advisable. 
If 
you have such a field adjoining the 
corn field the combination is ideal. If 
neither of these crops is available aud 
you have a stand of rape in the oats 
stubble or cornstalks, this makes a 
good combination. 
You have to plan 
ahead to get this, and many farmers 
sow a little rape in the corn along in 
July, especially if there is a thin stand 
of corn. 
In the absence of pasture good re­ 
sults are obtained from such feeds as 
tankage, oil meal or meat meal. These 
can he fed as a slop or in a self-feed­ 
er with corn.
